of the Prlnz Eitel. A certain time will
be- given her for rspalrs before sho
Is compelled to announce whether she
will Intern or again set forth tor more
spectacular sea raids.

The Wilhelm. It Is rsported. had
wireless Information Saturday that the
hostile warhlpj had steamed south-
ward, and that the Virginia ooabt wus
almost clear.

Her
decks are torn up Inside tho cabins,
where 'coal was poured through to her
bunkers.

Expected by Federal

Officials in Capital

lnten.ment of the Kronpiinz Wilhelm.
following her brilliant career as a sea
raider and her clever entrance Into
Hampton Hoads, despite the watching
English and French cruls3rs.

They believe that when the Kron-

Furthermore, officials are now con-
vinced that it was with no indefinite,
object that the German liner Oden-
wald trlid to dash out of the harbor
of San Juan, Borto Bleo, lecently nnd
had to be halted with guns of Morro
Castle before her commander saw
American neutrality would be enforced.

It is bellevad that the Kronprinz Wil
helm was somewhere In the West In-

dian or Caribbean wateis, waiting for
the coal and provisions the Odenwald
sought to carry to hei.

This was strongly suspected at tha
time, since It wus deemed Inciedlble.

need for him to do so.

Would aHve Had Food.
Had the Odenwald got out, the Kion-prln- z

Wilhelm would have got coal
and provisions, and would doubtless
have continued at sea for an indefinite,
period. The fact that in her 3 days
at sa she desliojed foul leen enemy
merchant ships is sufficient conimen- -
tarv on the fact that it was worth
while for the- German government to
strain a point in order to try to keep
her on tho ocean.

Whether Captain Thierichens. of the
Brlnz Eitel Frledrlch. cherished some
hope that he also might slip out to sea
and aid tne ivmiipriiiz vv uiieim is a
matter of opinion It is considered '
doubtful, since his ship wns in no shape
to make good speed, though It Is not
incredible that after the Odenwald
failed to get away the GermanS mav
have considered the plan of having the
Eitel tr to rel eve the Kionprinz Wil
helm with coa' and provisions

That the uneasiness felt heie for some
weeks over German vessels slipping out
of New Yoik or Boston with coal or
provisions and laden v ith supplies for
the Kronprinz Wilhelm was Justified,
and that there was a substantial rea-
son for ncrcaMng the naval patrols off
New ork nnd Boston are further
phaseo of the Hituatlnn whl-- i find wide
credence In Washington, though nffl-- .

On the face of things, 't looks as If
the halting of tho Odenwald removed
the mot substantial hope the German
government had of aiding the Kron-
prinz Wllhe'm. that the last vestige of
hope was removed when It was found I

to be suicidal for the F.Itel to do other-
wise than lutein, nnd that then the
Kionpiinz Wilhelm concluded to slip
into Hampton Iloads, If possible, and
seek the protection of neutral waters.

'ho movements of the German vessels
liae, to all appearances, been directed
bv the (Herman admiralty, thouch moro
or less Indirect means. The details of
communication arc not clearl known.

Admiration For Raidcr.
Admiration Is felt In naval circles hero

for the work of the German sea raiders
and the officers who have commanded
them. When Captain Thlerlchens slipped
Into Hampton Hoads, after roving tho
waters for soven months and eluding
capture, this feeling found free 'vent.

'1 hnt the Kronprinz Wilhelm should
have done still better and should havo
done the daring deed of going Into the
sanio harbor as the Eitel. at a tlmo
when British crulers were supposedly
on the alert, tompels still more admira
tion, it looks as If tile commander ot
the Kronprinz banked on the Idea that
the British would not be looking for him
to repeat the Kitel's performance of en-
tering Hampton Roads, and that his
understanding of the psjchology of tho
situation wns coirect.

Arilial of the Kionpiinz Wilhelm at
Newport News just at this time was dis-
tinctly embarrassing to the Navy De
partment.

It dining the ,nPy rpecKHvthat the British blockading fleet Is heldl
off the Virginia capes, wliicii mav no
Uilitv daws if the Prlnz Eitel precedent
Is follow e"d. It will be In the way of tho
Atlhntic fleet now In the Hoads, getting
ready foi spring target practice in Tan-
gier Sound.

The fleet steaming In and out must
watcii out for the British nnd French
blocknders, and the possibility of an
American warship being mistaken for
the German raider, and possiblv greeted
with a broadside, will alwajs bo
present

The Nov Department, however, is
better prepared than ever to enforce
neutrality When the Eitel situation
became threatening Secretary Daniels
detached the reserve battleship Ala-

bama fiom the Philadelphia yard, but
toda.- - he has the entire strength of the
modern American navv on the ground
where It can be used for any emergency.

Expect Ship To Intern.
Officials here declaro they have no

doubt that the Kronpiinz Wilhelm put
into Newport News to Intern. But in
accordance with precedent. Commander
Thlerfeldt will not do so until he has
exhausted every excuse to remain. So
lone as lie Is not Interned he forces
the British-Frenc- h blockading squadron
to lemaln on watch off the Virginia

So far as Is now known here there Is
no longer a single Germaii commerce
destrover on the high sens. If she Is
not to allow the allied commeicc freo
passage once it gets beyond the zone
of submarine activity, another raiding
squadron must put to sea. And offi-
cials here say that It must come from
German waters, as the German vessels
now in American ports are unarmed.

No Danger of Beriberi
Spreading From Raider

Beilherl is neither contagious nor in-

fectious, and there Is no danger of a
spread of the disease through landing
of all of the stricken men aboard the
German sea raider Kronprinz Wilhelm,
according to Assistant Surgeon General
Hucker. of the Public Health Service.

Marine hospitals at Hampton will be
thrown open to receive all victims of
tlie disease If aie landed, he said.

There are sixty-si- x persons aboard the
Wilhelm suffering from the disease. The
disease is caused entirely by lack of
general diet, and plenty of good food
with rst and quiet usually brings a
cure. The mortnliti, Is not high.

The disease is, well known in tho
Orient wheie It comes from a continu-
ous rice diet, nnd tho lack of nltiogen-ou- s

elements of food. The disease Is
known In Mexico anil occurs sometimes
in Newfoundland Seafaring men thu
world over nio famlliir with it.
